F. No. IPC/3/9/81. —Attention is invited to sub-para 185(3) of Import Policy 
1981-82, published under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 13-JTC- 
IPNI181 dated the 3rd April, 1981, as amended, according to which import of 
OGL items by Export Houses shall be subject to the condition that the shipment 
of goods shall take place within the validity of the Open General Licence, i,c. 31st 
March. 1982, or within the validity period of the licence itself (without any grace 
period), whichever dale is earlier, as further clarified vide Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 64TTC(PN)j81 dated 16-12-1981. 

2. It is hereby clarified that the aforesaid condition is applicable to all im¬ 
ports of OGL items by Export HousesTrading Houses whether against REP 
licences issued in their own name or transferred to them, Advance Import licences 
and Additional licences.
